THat all former Agrievnnces and Lof- 
ies, and other Prerences becweeii 
bo:h Parties, fhall be Void and of none Ef- 
. A z fec% 




feit and from henceforward a firm Peace 
for ever, free Trade and Commerce fhall 
be and continue between the Subjefts of 
His Sacred Majefty the King of Grfat Bri- 
tam,isfc. and the People of the Kingdom 
ofTmu, and the Dominions thereunto be- 
longing. ^^ 

That the Ships on either Part (hall have 
free Liberty to Enter into any Port or Ri- 
ver belonging to the Dominions of either 
Party , ( paying Duties onely for what they 
ihall Sell ) Tranfporting the reft without 
any trouble or moleftation, and freely en- 
joy any other Priviledges accuftomed : And 
the late Exadion that hath been upon the 
Lading and Unlading of Goods at Gdata 
and the Marm, ftall be reduced to the an- 
cient euftomsin thofe Cafes. 

HI. 

That there fliall be no Scirar* of any 

Ships of either Party at Sea or in Port, but 

that they Ihall ciuietly pafs without any 

^ moleftation.

moleftation or interruption, they difpJayfnty 
their Colours, And for prevention of all In- 
conveniences that may happen , the Ships 
of Ttmif are to have a Certificate under the 
Hand of the Bn^lifi Conful there, that they 
belong to the Places which being produ- 
ced , the Englijb Ship fiiall admit two men 
to come on board them peaceably, to fatif- 
fie thcmfelvcs that they are Englifi j and al> 
thoogh they have Paflengers of other Na- 
tions on board, they fiiall be Free, both, 
them and their Goods. 

IV. 

That if any Engli/h fhip Oiall receive on 
board them any Goods or Paflengers be- 
longing to the Kingdom ofTunu, they (hall 
be bound to defend them and their Goods, 
fofar as lieth in their power, and not deli- 
ver them unto the Enemy. 



V. 



That if any of the Ships of either Party 
wiall by accident of foul weather, or other- 



wife, be cad away upon any Coaftbelortg- 
ins to either Paity,the Peifons (hall be tree, 
and the Goods faved , and delivered to the 
Proprietors thereof. 

VI. 

That the Engli/h that do at prefent , or 
fhall at any time hereafter inhabit in the Ci- 
ty or Kingdom of Tmif , fhall have free Li- 
ivcrty when they plcafe toTranfport them- 
felves with their Families and Children, 
although born in thcCountrey. 

VII. 

That the People belonging to the Domi- 
nions of either Party, fhall not be abufed 
with ill Language , or other wife ill created, 
but that the Parties fo offending fhall be pu^ 
nifhed fever ely according to their Deferc.

That the Conful, or any ether ofrhe 
E'^glijh Nation refiding in Tmif, fhall no: be

forced to make his AddrefTes in any Differ 
ence unto the Courr nf r„A- u ^ '-'in-er-

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That in cafe any Ships of War belonging 
to the Dominions of Tunif, Ihall take in any 
of their Enemies Ships any Engli/h man fer- 
vin^ for Wages, they are to be made Slaves, 
but'^if Merchants cr Paffengers they are to 
enjoy tbeir Liberty and Gocds free and en- 
tire. 

XII. 

That if any Ship of War belonging to 
the Kingdom ofT^ww, Fighting under his 
own Colours , with any Ship not wearing 
En^Ufh Colours, and (hall furprize under 
the fame the faid EngU/h Ship,fhallbe Prize, 
notwithftanding the Peace. 

XIII. 

That in cafe any Slave in the Kingdom 
of Tunu, of any Nation whatfoever, ihall 
make his efcape and get on board any Ship 
belonging to the Dominions of His Sacred 
Majefty the King of Gr^^t Britainy ^c the

Conful fiiallnot be liable to pay hisRan- 
fom, Linlcfs timely notice be given him , to 
Order that none fuch be entertained i and 
then if it appear that any Slave hath lb got 
away ^ the faid Conful is to pay to his Pa- 
tron the Price for which he was fold in the 
Market ; and if no Price be fee, then to pay 
Three hundred Dollars and no mor€. 

Tbcfe Articles aforementioned are to re- 
main firm for ever, without any Alteration ; 
and in all other particulars not mentioned in 
thefe Articles , the Regulation fhall be ac- 
cording to the Capitulations General with 
the Grand Signior. Signed and Scaled in 
the prefence of the Great God.
